Enclosed is a copy of ay today' s letter to tile Archivist relating 
to tste Warren Commission F'errie documents. 

Sines speaking to yon last week, ha vs heard nothing from th® 

Archives. 

I as awsrs of the possibility that the Times is in error ia. quoting 
Secret Service reports or may have contused those of the Secret Servi ss and 
the PHI. I am. also aware of the possible interpretation of this reporting that 
your agency supplied some of the information to the 'lisas. 

You iasy not b© avers of it, but I am the first to have ”di 5 severed” 
sad written sboat Ferris. At our conference, yen aay recall I did ©sk you 
about him end Secret Service knowledge of him, ate. 2 have been trying to 
sbtaia that 2 believe is improperly withheld of the Ferris material, mi fbr a 
long time. During this time’ 1 have been mad® false promises by some government 
officials, including an Assistant Attorney General si the United states. A iaese 
files are available to you should you desire to see them. Recently 1 have again 
taken this up with the Deportment of Justice, looking to taking whstevar steps 
may be possible to obtain this material. 

I have conducted shat, for e writer, ia a rather extensive investiga- 
tion of ferrie. Again, if it interests you, you stay see what 1 hsv*. But I 
asE-ure you there is virtually no facet of his personal life end its character 
that Is not public and wall-known, largely published. This is also true of those 
•with whom he had relationships. Some of this is recorded la various legal pro- 
ceedings. As e metier of fact, the relationship between Ferris and others has 
^eea very well publicized, including in a book and in its serialization, by 
Milton Brener, attorney for several of the men who are among the subjects of 
th® still-withheld FBI reports. 

So, I ara writing t© ask for copies of any such Secret Service data. 

X have the Jack Martin interview taut Ties so sell sad I t -4.uk so improperly 
publicized by ta© government when tae Garrison story broke. The Archives copy 
is close to illegible. If you have anything of this character, X would ask not 
only that you provide it to tae Archives, if it is not there, but, '4 th the 
history with wnieh you are now familiar, bust you send me copies separately.
